U.S. Farmers Take Thought 

Farmers in the United States appear to be 
seriously concerned about that country’s policies of 
dealing with agricultural surpluses. They are gra¬ 
dually discovering what the non-farming consumers 
knew long ago, that support prices, soil banks, 
government controls and direction are not satis¬ 
factory substitutes for the free market. 

Naturally, there are several plans for dealing 
with the farmers’ problems, and all may not be work¬ 
able. The newsworthy development is that the plans 
are now being advanced by the farmers’ own organi¬ 
zations and not by the federal agricultural authorities. 
The* main purpose of the new plans is to get rid of 
the surpluses of major crops, in which some nine bil¬ 
lion dollars of taxpayers’ money is now tied up, and 
thus get back to prices set by the old-fashioned 
method of supply and demand. 

No group of farmers has yet proposed getting 
along entirely without government intervention, but 
it is possible that, if they find they can solve some 
of their problems themselves, they will be encourag¬ 
ed to press for more freedom and finally to remove 
the burden of agricultural surpluses from the 
shoulders of the general taxpayer. 

At the moment, the farmers seem to contemplate 
a program of first disposing of the overhanging sur¬ 
pluses and then limiting future production to what 
their markets will conveniently absorb. They still look 
for government enforcement of the second part of 
the program, but it might be that if their final ob¬ 
jective of better incomes were attained, they might 
find that they could get the government out of the 
farming business altogether. 

Canadian farmers will watch the new United 
States developments with interest, for the surpluses 
in that country have a bearing on agricultural pros¬ 
perity here. If they can see farm problems south of 
the border solved by the farmers’ own action, they 
may be encouraged to take thought about similar 
solutions for similar Canadian problems.

To Whom It May Concern: 

We are writing in the interests 
of parents, who would like very 
much to organize a Home and 
School Association If co-operation 
can be attained. Such an organiza¬ 
tion is needed in this area in order 
to give the public an opportunity 
to voice opinions in school affairs. 

For example, (a) the school 
auditoriums have cost the public 
a good deal to build and yet when 
a choral workshop group, sponsor¬ 
ed by the Department of Educa¬ 
tion culminated their activities in 
a program, they were charged $25 
for the use of the auditorium. A 
Home and School Association, had 
it been in existence, could have 
sponsored this program and no ad¬ 
mission fee would have been neces¬ 
sary. The Choral Workshop pro¬ 
gram was not an effort to make 
money and quite possibly the $25 
collected has been or will be used 
for a good purpose but we are 
wondering what that purpose is. 

(b) The auditoriums have a 
stage.

The schools in themselves 
do not present Christmas or other 
programs anymore, perhaps the 
parents and teachers could bring 
back this once-popular custom.

We are coming to the end of the 
fall and winter Brucellosis Vaccin¬ 
ating Campaign. We would like to 
thank the farmers and stockmen 
for their co-operation in this work. 
There is a possibility that we have 
missed some of the calves due to 
the change that has taken place 
in the office and the farmers buy¬ 
ing more calves after their origi¬ 
nal calves were vaccinated. If there 
are any farmers who have calves 
or know of calves that have not 
been done, we would appreciate 
them letting us know so that all 
the calves can be vaccinated now. 
• » * 

The two new chemicals, Avedex 
and Carbyn, are holding the spot¬ 
light in wild oat control just now. 
The only information that we have 
to date is that: 

Conventional low pressure and 
low volume weed sprayers can be 
used for both these chemicals. 
However it may be necessary to 
change the nozzles when using 
Avedex so that 10 gallons of the 
solution per acre may be applied 
instead of only o gallons per acre 
which is the amount prescribed for 
Carbyne. 

When using Avedex the sprayed 
material should be incorporated 
into the soil the same day to a 
depth of about three inches. The 
grain should then be planted im¬ 
mediately. This herbicide is reco- 
mended for the control of wild oats 
in flax and also for trial use on 
barley, sugar beets, rape seed and 
sunflowers. 

Carbyne, like 2,4-D, works on 
the post-emergent spray method. 
It should be cprayed on the field 
v hen the wild oats are in the two 
to early three-leaf stage usually 
four to nine days after emergence. 
Carbyn is recommended for trial 
use on wheat, barley, sugar beets 
and rape seed. 

It is anticipated that these her¬ 
bicides will be available to the 
farmers this spring.

Vulcan 
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New 2 Storey $500,000 Aquarium 
Being Constructed in Calgary 


Construction has started on a 
$500,000 aquarium and required 
equipment which is being built • by 
the Calgary Brewing and Malting 
Company Ltd. pt the company’s 
plant in East Calgary. The aquarium 
will be one of tne largest in North 
America. 

President of Calgary Brewing 
and Malting, J. B. Cross, said the 
aquarium is the first stage in a plan 
which in later years will include 
construction of a large, western- 
theme museum adjoining the 
aquarium. 

“Both the museum and the 
aquarium are planned to provide 
Albertans with an interesting and 
educational visiting place, and as 
attractions which will be of interest 
to tourists,” Mr. Cross said. 

The two-storey reinforced con¬ 
crete and steel building—140 by 65 
feet in area—was designed by J. 
Stevenson and Associates and is 
being constructed by Poole Con 
struction Co. Ltd. Basement will, 
house mechanical equipment, while 
the main floor will contain 40 small 
tanks for tropical fish, 24 tanks for 
larger species of fresh and salt 
water fish, and a pit for alligators 
and other reptile exhibits. The 
aquarium will be open to the public 


by next August, Mr. Cross said It 
will adjoin the present fish 
hatcheries building, but will in no 
way affect the trout-rearing oper¬ 
ation now being carried on there 
Rather, the new project will be 
complementary to the fish hatchery 
and the beautiful rockeries and fish 
ponds which are attractions of the 
Brewery gardens. 

The second floor of the new 
aquarium will be used to display 
Western historical e v hibits until the 
museum adjoining me aquarium is 
constructed. The museum is ten¬ 
tatively planned as a twO-storey 
circular structure 180 feet in 
diameter which will be joined to 
the aquarium at ground level 
by an open patio and by a cross¬ 
walk at the second storey. 

Museum material has been col¬ 
lected by the Brewery for several 
years and research is continuing so 
that, on completion, the museum 
will reflect the history of the 
Western horseman from the days of 
Cortez to the present. Lifelike 
models, including those of such 
famous westerners as Chief Crow¬ 
foot, Col. Macleod, Pete Knight, 
.’ohn Ware, and portrayals of 
specific historic incidents in Alberta 
are planned
